Tribute To Courage | 


Shanghai, Aug. 27 

Colonel W. A. Lovat-Fraser, who 

was driving the car in which the 
British Ambassador was riding when 
so gravely wounded by Japanese 
machine-gun fire from the uir, paid 
tribute to Sir Hughe Knatchbull- 
Hugessen's remarkable courage and 
calmness. 
. He said the Ambassador, although 
obviously seriously wounded and in 
reat palin, did not .lose consclous- 
ness. 

Their one thought was to push on 
to Shanghai and during the remain- 
der of the journey they only stopped 
once or twice to give the wounded 
man_ water. 

When they reached the Country 
Hospital the Ambassador's fortitude 
had not given out, because bfeore 
submitting to the ministrations of 


Treasury official, jumped out of the 
cars and discussed the situation. 
Then the second plane attacked them, 
the bomb falling in a paddy field. 

“The force of the explosion knock- 
ed us right off our feet Into the 
field. If the bomb had struck the 
road we should have been killed,” he 
said. 

The Ambassador was travelling to 
Shanghai to give his fellow country- 
men o-message of good cheer, said 
Colonel Lovat-Fraser.—Rcuter. 


Deeply Shocked 


London, Aug. 26. 

The news of the attack upon and 
the wounding of the British Ambassa- 
dor, which reached London in the 
middle of the forenoon, has deeply 
shocked public opinion. © Early 
editlons of the evening papers con- 
tained few detalJs, as messages from 
China-were incomplete and conflict- 


ng. 

‘The public soon realised there was 
no questlon of deliberate firing upon 
the British party, but the incident was 
stated to have occurred 50 miles from 
the scene of disorders between the 
Japanese ond Chinese forces at 
Shanghai on the main road from Nan- 
king, and as no state of war exists 
between the Chinese and Japanese 
Governmonts, people found !t im- 
possible to understand what appeared 
to be Indiscriminute attacks upon 
trafic on a great highway. As an 
official communique indicates, the 
British Government is sccklng fur- 
ther information as to the cilrcum- 
stances of the deplorable occurrence. 

Press messages from Shanghai, 
where the wounded Ambassador was 
driven os soon as his wounds had 
been temporarily dressed, report that 
Sir Hughe Kilatchbull-Hugessen has 
undergone two blood ‘transfusions. 
His condilion, according to oue re- 
port, was surprisingly encouraging In 
view of the serious nature of the 
wound, but the outcome was bound to 
be uncertain for at least twenty-four 
hours. 

Many Chinese officials have called 
at the hospital to express their 
The messages also speak 
of expressions of condolence and 
regret on the part of the Japanese 
authorities, The incldent has created 
decp depression and anxiety among 
the foreign community In Shanghai.

“Jopan's declaration of a blockade 
ja further proof that Japan Is in the 


Iyntdst of engaging in a large scale 


war of nggression, aimed nt nothing 
short of complete subjugation and 
conquest of China according to plan,” 
declared Mr, Quo Tai-chi, Chinese 
Ambassador to Britain, interviewed 
by Reuter.

All the more so because the 
land in) question, the British 
Protectorates of Bechuanaland, 
Basutoland, Swaziland, has al- 
ready been’ promised to the 
Union Government, 


T was in 1907 that Bri- 

lain, after beating the 

Boers, gave them self-govern- 

ment—“a risk,” said the youny 

Winston Churchill, “but a glori- 
ous risk.” : 

In the South Africa Act of 
1909 it was provided that on the 
address to the King by both 
Houses of the Union Parliament 
further’: territories - might be 
transferred to their rule, 

In the schedule of the Act, 
however (where the’ best dyna- 
mite’ is often buried), certain 
conditions were attached. The 
principal one was that the Im- 
perial Government at West- 
minster should have the rijht to 
override within twelve months 
of its enactment any laws affect- 
ing the natives of the transferred 
territories, 7 . 


’ That condition can obtain no 
longer. For by the Statute of 
Westminster, 1982, Great Bri- 
tain yave up the right to inter- 
fere in the affairs of all the 
Dominions, 


MANY Liberals, and na- 
turally the Socialist 
Party, hailed that Act asa 
charter of liberty, “freeing -the 
free Dominions from the Im- 
perialist control of Britain.” 
However, the charter of liberty 
might also be a charter of 
licence, permitting the Dominion 
Governments to do what they 
piecase with their natives. 
Indeed, the question is now 
acutely raised: Since the safe- 
guards against penal legislation 
are removed, how far does the 
original contract hold? 


_ There are 5,500,000 natives 
under the rule of the Union of 
South Africa. A good half of 
them have broken away from 


the other, but merely .in order 
that profiteers may feather their 
nests. The time for action in 
such a situation is not when the 
evil has become pronounced, 
which appears to be the Govern- 
ment attitude; the movement 
needs to be nipped in the bud, 
It is for this reason that the 
public looks to the authorities to 
temporise no longer, but to act 
quickly and effectively,

GPEATEST of all Afri- 
can chiefs was the 
Basuto,. Mohesh. The Boers 
pressed upon his .people. He 
hired a scribe ahd wrote to the 
British. Sir Harry Smith pro- 
mised him our protection. ON. 
But the Home Government 
Were not ready to push so far 
north. Mohesh’s border affrays 
got him into trouble a few years 
later, and the British arrived not 
as friends, but foes, Mohesh * 
beat them back, and then sent an 
envoy after them entreating 
them to make peece with him, 
At last he was heard. His 
country was put under the Bri- 
tish flag. Bul when the Cape’ 
was granted’self-government the 
British connection was broken. 
“Silence like the darkness of 
night has descended on the peo- 
ple,” said Mohesh. The Basutos 


-broke out into insurrection, The 


Basuto red- flag with the black 
crocodile on a white ground was 
raised, They were defeated, 
Rhodes went up himself to dis- 
arm them.

The native franchise, limited 
as it was, has been still further 
restricted. The Native Service. 
Contract Act imposes heavy 
tuxution on the coloured people, - 
driving them by economic pres- 
sure out of their kraals Lo toll in 
the mines. ° : 

The Native Land Act prevents 
their acquisition of land outside 
the reservations, The Pass 
Laws compel them to conform to 
a curfew at night. The colour 
bar stops them from compeling 
with even the poorest whites in 
skilled or semi-skilled occupa- 
tions. 

The Bechuanas, .Basutos and 
the Swazis look to Britain with a 
pathetic hope that we “will not 
sell them down the river.” 


WJHAT are we to do? 
We promised the 
Union that they should have ad- 
ditional territorics some time or 
other. Two years ago Mr. J. H. 
Thomas, then Dominions Secre- 
tary, repeated this pledge though 
in very vague terms, no date, 
and subject to two provisions: 
(1) that the British Parliament. 
should approve the transfer; (2) 
that the natives themselves 
should be consulted. : 

It is safe to say that the Bri- 
tish Parliament does not approve 
the transfer at this moment. It 
is certain that the natives would 
overwhelmingly reject it ona 
plebiscite. If we handed them. 
over in such circumstances the. 
repercussions throughout black 
Africa would be terrific and 
might be fatal for us. 

So are we to tell South Africa's. 
Premier, in cffect, that we can’t 
trust her to handle her natives, 
though we do trust New Zea-. 
land, Australla, and Canada?

Despite this general conclusion,

there should be no. poss bility of a 
suggestion—however —unjustified—in 
the public mind that members of 
those Services might be: influenced 
in the course of their aftieial re- 
lations with business concerns by 
hopes or offers of future employment 
in any of those concerns. 

WHEN ASSENT IS NECESSARY

{  Ashort appendix to the Memoran- 
j dum states: “We think . 0. We shall 
pnot be travelling: outside our forms 
jp Of reference if, as three Civil Ser- 
(vints oof some experience,’ and 
i jealous for the honour and traditions, 
iof the Service, we indicate what we 
jeonceive to be the principles whieh 
j should regulate the conduct of Civil 
1 Servants in their relation to 
the public. 


“The Mrst duty of a Civil Servant 
vis lo give his undivided anleginnee 
to the State at all times and on all 
occasions when the State has a claim 
upon his services.” With his private 
activities the State is in general not 
concerned, so long as his conduct 
therein is not such as to bring dis- 
eredit upon the Service of which he 
is au member. But, to say that he 
is not to subordinate his duty to his 
private interests, not to make use 
of his official position te further 
those interests, is to say no more 
than that he must behave with com- 
mon honesty. The Service extracts 
from Itself a higher standard, be= 
cause it recognises that the State is 
entitled to demand that its servants 
shal not only be honest In fact, but 
heyond the reach of suspicion of dis- 
honesty, 


A Civil Servant is not to sub- 
ordimite his duty to his 
interests; but neither is he-to put 
himself in a position where his duty 
and his interests conflict. He Is not 
to make use of his oficial position 
to further those interests; but neither 
is he so to order. his private affairs 
as ta allow the suspicion to urlse 
that no trust has been abused, or a 
confidence. betrayed, universally re- 
copnised throughout the whole of 
the Service; if it were otherwise [ts 
public credit would be diminished 
and its usefulness to the State 
impaired,

| of soclal conduct depend also as 
much upon the fnstinct and percep- 
tlon of the Individual as upon the 
cast-iron formulas: and the surest 
Rulde will, we hope, always be found

FORCES FIGHT TOWARDS THEM 


Shanghai, Aug. 27 (10 am.). 

An early survey of the fronts in the immediate vicinity of 
Shanghai revealed that Chinese, regular troops have withdrawn, 
establishing a new line nearly a mile beyond the International Settle- 


ment boundary.:

Only Peace Preservation Corps troops are holding 


The British Loyal Regiment has taken over the sector along the | 
north Settlement boundary and the men are fraternising with the: 


Chinese Peace Preservation Corps soldiers and conversing in a strange -

The Japanese are controlling the eastern district of the Settle- - 
ment, Hongkew and Yangtsepoo, and no Chinese were sighted from 


the Japanese lines. 


The Chinese are also continuing their general 


withdrawal from Pootung to Nantao, which lies adjacent to the French 
Concession, south of the International Settlement. 


A Japanese military spokesman announced to-day

Shanghai University and. it 


is stated that the Japanese 


lines in the Chapei area extend to a line between the

The spokesman said that while the troops ashore 
are advancing steadily, others are being landed for the 
purpose of consolidating positions behind the front lines.

Five smart-looking Slamese war- 
ships built {In Japan arrived jn Hong- 
kong harbour this morning on. their 
way to Bangkols, They comprise the 
training ships ‘Tachin and Macxlong, 
and the torpedo-bonts Klong Yol, 
Takbal and Kantung, 


These craft were bullt In Japanese 
yards some tlme ago, but have been 
delayed in thelr departure owlng to 
weather and other’ circumstances, 
They will pick up stores here and 
probably remain in harbour for two 
or three days before resuming thelr 
voyage to Slam. - :

; Dangers When In 
Spanish Waters 


London, Aug. 26. 

The Board of Trade has circulated 
notices for all British ships trading 
in Spanish waters with advice re- 
garding such matters as marks of 
indentification, These notices. have 
given rise to.a misundertanding in 
some quurters,,and, in consequence, 
further. information relnting to the 
issue of notlce was made public to- 
day. 

it appears that on August 19 4 
message was received trom the 
Spanish Insurgent Authoritles con- 
taininy suggestions n5 to measures to 
be taken by British merchatit ships 
trading to Spanish Government ports, 
with a view to making clear thelr 
fdentily as Britlsh vessels, As this 
message seemed to BuKest tie possl- 
bility of attacks on shipping during 
the hours of darkness, His Majesty's 
Government took up the matter at 
once with the Salamanca nuthorities, 
in order to make it clear that in their 
view such attacks would be a gross 
vlolation of. the rules of international 
Jaw, and that. if ony damage were 
inflicted on ‘British shipping His 
Majesty's Government would be 
bound to thke very serious notice of 
the matter. - E 

Pending, a reply, however, the 
Government thought it desirable, as 
an precautionary measure, to notify the 
position to British shipping: interests,

Islund on January 3, 1036, while on 
her way to Macio. 

The Hon. Mr. Leo D'Ahnada, Jnr., 
instructed by Mr. M. A. da Silva, 
“appeared for plaintiffs, and the de- 
fendant company was represented by 
Mr. H. C. Macnnamarn, on the tnstruc- 
tions of Mr. W. A. Mackinlay, of 
‘Deacons. 

The defence alleged that the junk 
had been scuttled, and, alternative- 
ly, that she wus not scaworthy. 

Keung Pang, managing partner of 
the Tai Sing Cheung ‘ship-yard, 
stated that in August, 1935, his firm 
did repairs to the hull. of the junk 
for $180. The junk was seaworthy 
and, in his opinion, was worth $7,000 
to $8,000, .

FORMAL, SURRENDER 


Santander, Aug. 26. 

Two Government commanders 
standing on a hill-top on the out- 
skirts. of -the city this 
formally surrendered Santander ‘to 
the Insurgents, thus bringlng another 
province within the control of 
-Generatl Franco. 

Nine Insurgent fighter planes 
circled overhead as a group of In- 
surgent, generals received the Gove 
ernment representatives. The latter 
saluted and handed over the city 
with the proviso only - that women 
and children should not be shot. 

The Insuryents demanded 100 Re- 
publican hostages as a token of the 
promise of surrender and for surety 
that the promise would be kept. 

Tanks and infantry columns then 
entered the city fram the south-west,! 
while a column of Navarrese march- 
ed. in from the north. 5 

The remnant of the Government’s 
defending forces, which yesterda 
made a last stand in the hills, ha 
also surrendered.—Reuter. 3

SHANGHAI 
SCENES 


MR, YINSON LEE’S 
ADDRESS 


Mr. Willlam Yinson- Lec of the 
Central Trust of China, Shanghal, 
and Regional, director for China of 
the: International Y's Men's Move- 
ment, was the guest of honour at 
the dinner meeting of the Hongkong 
Y’s Men's Club at St. Francis Hotel 
last night. Dr, F. I. Tseung, chair- 
man‘ of the Club, presided and there 
was a good attendance of members 
and guests. 

“In the course of his tall, Mr. 
Yinson Lee spoke of the continued 
progress of the fifteen Y's Men's 
Clubs in China and their work for 
the under-privileged,. The Shanghat 
Y’s Men's Club fast year raised 
$10,000 by a singlk: entertainment 
and spent $3,000 on its free baby 
clinic. It raised another $10,000 
three months ago and in additlon to 
the $3,000 required to support the 
baby clinic this year, $4,000 was set, 
aside for playgrounds and education 
for under-privileged children, © The 
bulunce of $3,000 is now being spent 
on the war refugee camp maintained 
by the Club. i 


‘SHANGHAI SCENES 7 


A vivid description of the early 
scenes of the Shanghai war was 
xiven by the speaker. ,On the second 
day, he was spending the afternoon 
within the area controlled by the 
Jnpanese forces, with some American 
friends who occupied the sixteenth 
floor apartment of. the Broadway 
Mansions which overlook the Jap- 
anese Consulate-Generl, alongside 
which the flagship “Idzumo” was 
berthed. Two air battles were scen 
to advantage and it was the second 
of these whlch caused the accidental 
bombing of the Cathuy and Palace 
Hotels. Passing the scene of In- 
describable havoc fifteen minutes 
Inter, “Mr. Yinson Lee saw the 
unforgettable sight of over 100 dend 
and wounded lying on Nanking Road. 

From that 16th floor of the Broad- 
way Mansions a panoramic view all 
around Shanghai was - obtained. 
Describing the scene, Mr. Yinson Lee 
sald that looking south up the 
Whangpoo River could be secn the 
“boom” erected by the Chinese auth- 
orities to prevent the access of 
Japanese wareraft, It consisted first 
of a Hne of sunken junks with their 
masts showing above water; then a 
line of floating junks tied end fo end 
and behind these were two old 
steamers tied in similar mariner. 
Blocked in the upper part of the 
river were five Japanese merchont 
vessels which the Chinese brought 
down and scuttled to relnforce the 
“boom.” The Japanese estimated 
thelr loss dn the sinking of these 
ships at $10,000,000, Along the 
northern horizon In Chapel, many 
huge fires could be observed indicat- 
Ing the destruction of buildings, a 
repetition of what happened in 1932>- 

Gunfire [rom within the Inter- 
national Settlement was discerned 
from Broudway Mansions. It was 
from the anti-alrcraft guns mounted 
on the roof of the Japanese Consulate 
und from the wareraf{t moored along- 
side the Hongkew wharves.
